The Slanderer- 

Facta justify us ia characterising 1 the 
public meeting hold at Philharmonic 
Hall on Saturday evning as one of 
the largest, most influential, orderly 
and unanimous that has evorbeon con- 
vened in this city. It was presided 
over-by one of 'our leading merchants, 
and several of our most substantial 
citizens wore active participants in the 
proceedings. The proceedings were, 
ad -wo have said, of the most orderly 
character; the speeches wero dignified 
and tsarncat, and the resolutions res- 
poctful but firm. A.t the conclusion 
it was decided to proceed en masse to 
the Legislative Chamber, (the Houso 
being then in session) and respectfully 
present the Resolutions at the Bar of 
the House. The people (upwards of 
one thousand in number) thereupon 
proceeded to the Parliament buildings. 
The galleries wero soon crammed. The 
approaches wero jammed, and hun- 
dreds of persons were unable to obtain 
ingress. Tho member for Nanaimo 
happened to bo on his feet at tho 
time, speaking against the proposition 
of the Government to alter the Terms 
of Union, and some of his observations 
elicited Spplause from the galleries. 
The Speaker's attention having been 
called to it by a Minister, that honor- 
able gentleman, as itt; d.uty bound, 
intimated that unless -order were 
maintained he would order the galler- 
ies to be cleared. The member for 
Lillooet rose in his place to a "point 
of order," and was cheered from the 
galleries, whereupon, the Premier, 
his features convulsed with i 'fear and 
malignity, sprang to hia ' feet and ex- 
citedly demanded that the galleries 
should be cleared. This was of course 
the signal for a perfect storm of groans 
from- the galleries echoed from the 
crowds on the outside, causing the 
braggart chief to shrink back into his 
seat. Up jumped the "Minister of 
giort bits and Ga rbages,"' who, with 
trembling limbs and quivering voice, 
procejded'to squeak out a most im- 
proper and abject appeal to the Peo- 
ple. His nasal and incoherent tones 
wero, of oourse, completely drowned 
by a peifect avalanche of hisses and 
groans from the now disgusted throngs 
Here the Speaker vacated the flGjjaai' 
and Ministers sought refuge in the 
Speaker's room — not from , personal 
violane6; for none could possibly, bo 
apprehended, but because, like' self- 
condemned culprits, they shrank from 
tho Vox Populi. Meanwhile tho 
People's Government" bad a number 
of epeoial constables sworn in for tho 
purpose of protecting them against the 
People!! Now, let us see what the 
people did to merit the opprobrious and 
insulting epithets applied to them both 
by the Ministers and their paid organ? 
Tho best and most substantial, many 
of the most peaceable and conservative 
of our citizens took an active part in the 
demonstration^ on Saturday evening, 
and there was nothing in the proceed- 
ings from firstto last savoring of lawless 
ness or rowdyism. And yettheso men, 
for attempting to assert tneir common 
rights and defeat a foul conspiracy of 
an unscrupulous ring, are denounced 
by paid ministers and published by a 
paid organ as lawless rowdies, hood- 
lums, blackguards, tho very scum of 
society! It must be confessed that 
the peopleof Victoria are, indeed, gift- 
ed with more than average forbearance 
if they meekly submit to such disgrace - 
ful treatment at the hands of those wtio 
live upon them. So far as tho behav- 
iour of the galleries was concerned, the 
Ministers hare themselves to blame 
for the expressions of disapprobation 
which came from that quarter. Had 
the leader of the Government risen in 
his place and gracefully and goodna- 
turedly expressed tho hope that pro- 
per order would be mnintainod by the 
people whoso presence evinced a grow- 
ing and healthy interest in public af- 
fairs, the Houso might have proceeded 
without the slightest risk of interrup- 
tion. But when tho Premier jumped 
up and rudely demanded that the gal- 
leries should be cleared of the very 
people for whose accommodation and 
at whose expense in great part they 
weio erected, it was scarcely surpris- 
ing that he should have been greeted 
with a storm of hisses, It is one of 
tho rights of a Briton to give expres- 
sion to his feelings of approbation or 
disapprobation by cheers or by hisses 
as tho caso may be. If tho Premier 
bne earned for himself tho latter, tho 
fault is doubtless his own; for assured- 
ly no man in the country has had a 
fairer "show" or received greater for- 
bearance at the hands of n too credu- 
lous people. Had ho received cheers 
instead of hisses, it is extremely impro- 
bable that ho would have attempted to 
resort to tho arbitrary act of closing 
the doors of Parliament against tho 
People!

THE PEOPLE MARCHING ON ! 

THEY PRESENT A PETITION AT 
THE HAH OF THE HOUSE ! 

The Government TrembK 
ingH 



Saturday night witnessed a scone which 
fow men in the course of a long lifotimo 
»re privileged to see— an oppressed and 
down-trodden pooplo rising in their 
strength and wrath to tell their taskmas- 
ter* that to remain longer submissive 
•would be a crime! Tlie good work of Sa- 
turday night was continued yesterday, 
when 800 citizens, representing the wealth, 
intelligence and respeotability of the Pro- 
vince, headed by that sterling man and 
patriot, Hon. John S. Helmokon, Mr. G. 
J. Findlay and c-.liers, formed in proces- 
sion at the corner of Yatos and Govern- 
ment streots and marched in solid phalanx 
through the town to the House of As- 
sembly to demand the restoration of their 
constitutional rights and privileges. 1 ' Dr. 
Helmckon addressed the -assemblage bo- 
fore starting, and counselled order and 
moderation. He was loudly cheered. A 
placard was also issuo.1 calling on tho 
People to proservo order at the IIouso; to 
bo moderato and linn — respectful yet de- 
cided. The imposing procession marched 
across tho bridge and reached tho Hou.o 
•bout ltt o'clock. A strong Police force 
irai fouud guarding tho entrances. The 
galleries had been densely packed sinco 
one o'clock. Tho deputation entered tho 
hall (the groat mass remaining outside) 
' and advanced to tho Bar, whero Dr. 
Helmcken handed the petition to Mr. Me- 
Creight, senior member for tho City, who 
presented it to the Speaker. It was read 
by tho (Jlork. Here is a copy of tho poti- 
't lion: 

To The Honorablo tho Members of tho 
Legislative Assembly in Parliament 
assembled. 
,,The Petition of the unilersiguecl hum- 
bly sheweth that: 

A public meeting of at least 800 per- 
•ons \vus held on Saturday evening 
last.Feb. 7th, over which your Petition- 
Mr was chosen to preside, at which 
the following Kesolution was unani- 
mously agreed to, and ordered to be 
transmitted to your Honorablo House, 

/That this meeungdeems it unadvisablojN. 
# to- enter into any negotiations for cap-( w 
italizing tho Dry Dock guarantee, or to 
borrow any money from tho Dominion 
Government until tho scheme of tho 
Mackenzio Ministry for tho relaxation 
of the Terms of Union shall bo made 
known. And further, that it is dis- 
tinctly opposed to the Pr jvincial Gxov- 
ernment interfering in any manner 
with tho Terms, or agreeing to any 
new Terms offered by tho Mackenzie 
Government, until tho same shall have 
boon submitted to the people for adop 
^v^tion. > 
^"Ofour Petitioner thoreforo humbly and 
earnestly prays on behalf of himself and 
the poopje who attended the aforesaid 
meeting: 

That your Honorable House will consi- 
der tho prayer contained in tho u foresaid 
Resolution, not to proceed any further in 
tho matter mentioned, until your Honor- 
ablo Houso shall have received and made 
public definite information from the Gov- 
ernment of Canada of the meaning of the 
Honorablo tho Premier of Canada's pub- 
lie declaration that he intends to seek a 
relaxation of tho Terms of Union between 
British Columbia and Canada.

• "-11011 tho House had decided to consider 
it on Wednesday the deputation rojoined 
tho imihenso throng outside Hero tables 
had been brought from tho city and sot 
in the square; around them the eager 
hundreds gathered and signed petitions 
against an alteration of the Terms. The 
procession then reformed and returned to 
tho city, where they disbanded. As tho 
Governnont organ will probably again al- 
lude to this largo, earnest and influential 
gathering as "scum," we may state that 
all classes wore represented. The richest 
men in tho country jostlod tho poorest; 
tho merchant, tho mechanic. Spratt'a 
Foundry suspended work, all his men 
( who woro paid for full time) wore in 
lino. Steinbergor's distillery ditto. Muir- 
hoad &. Mann's carpenter- shop, ditto. 
Wharf street wan deserted. A more unan- 
imous demonstration was never witness- 
ed in any country. Tho Govornment. has 
since given ovidenoo of weakening, and 
the Premier has given notice of his in- 
tention to resign.

The resolution was carried. 
Mr. Robertson moved thatj in view of 
tho importance of tho railway clause of 
the Terms of Union being faithfully car- 
ried out by Canada, this House is of 
opinion that no alteration in the said 
clause should be permitted by the govern- 
ment of this Province. The hon. gentle- 
man would not say much at present on 
tho ""resolutions, but would reserve to 
himself the right of reply.
